1. The minimum piece rates of wages fixed as per this notifi¬ 
cation are all-inclusive rates including the basic rate, the 
cost of living allowance and the cash value of concessional 
supply, if any, of essential commodities and also include 
the wages payable for the wockly day of rest. 

2. Tne minimum rates of wages are applicable to employees 
employed by contractors also. 

3. Where the prevailing rates of wages based on contract or 
agreement or otherwise are higher than the notified rates 
under the Act, the higner rates would be protected and 
treated as ihc minimum ntos of wages for tile purposes of 
tnjs notification. 

4. The minimum guaranteed wage, i.e. the fail-back wage for 
all piece ratod employees shell be a= specified under column 
4 of the Schedule against each category of work. 

5. Men and women employees shall get the same rates of wages 
for the same work or work of a similar nature. 

6. The minimum guaranteed rates of wages for disabled por- 
-sons and for persons below eighteen years of age shall be 
100% and 80% respectively of the rates payable to adult 
workers of the appropriate category.
